In 1904, he organized the Ham- 
mersmark Publishing Co., associ- 
ated with Clarence Darrow and 
Robert Gre that published a 
number of Brthwhile books by 
himself, Darrow, Edgar Lee Mas- 
ters, and a posthumous volume 
of Altgeld’s “The Cost of Some- 
thing for Nothing.” 


Becoming ill in 1905, he went 
to the West Coast and finally -set- 
tled in Seattle in time to attend 
the American Federation of Labor 
convention, where he met Tom 
Mann, who “vas the British frater- 
nal delegate to the convention. 

While on the West Coast, Sam 
organized the Retail Clerks in and 
around Seattle and Tacoma. He 
was president of the Tacoma Trades 
Council, and was offered anationst 
organizers job by the Retail Clerks

SAM had known 
with Lucy’ Parsons, Eugene V. 
Debs, Bill Haywood, Charles E.

In his early years, he helped raise 
funds and establish Socialist and 
labor papers.

By a happy coincidence, television’s turn toward these 
boys in blue and grey and brown and plainclothes found 
the public officials in charge of the various departments 
most cooperative. In fact, quite a few TV stations had to 
replace doors kicked off their hinges by politicians in and 
out of uniform panting to offer their manpower, facilities, 
time and anything else in reach to get a little more pub- 
licity in behalf of their group. A horseback estimate would 
be that television has worn out enough taxpayers’ sirens 
alone to pay for Golden Gate Bridge.
